Idea Is New 


To Russians 


Teaching Is First 
Task Assigned to 
Young Americans

WASHINGTON (A P) — The So- 
viet Union has nothing similar to 
the Peace Corps which President 
Kennedy established Wednesday; 
Trained young men and women 
who will help backward peoples 
develop by living and working 
with them. 
For years the Russians have 
been 
sending 
technicians into 
backward countries. But American 
experts on the Soviets say the 
Russians in other lands are clan­ 
nish and stay by themselves. 
This country, too. sends techni­ 
cians abroad. But the basic dif­ 
ference between them 
and the 
Peace Corps will be this; 
Peace Corps members will get 
no salary—just subsistence wages. 
They will speak the language of 
the backward people to w h o m 
they are assigned 
By example 
and working side by side with 
them, they will help them do what 
the technical advisers only sug­ 
gest. 
Kennedy gave examples of the 
specific Grograms to which Peace 
Corps members can contribute: 
Teaching in primary and sec­ 
ondary schools, especially as part 
of 
national 
English 
language 
teaching programs; participating 
on 
the 
worldwide 
program 
of 
malaria 
eradication; 
instruction 
and operation of public health and 
sanitation projects; aiding in vil­ 
lage development through school 
construction; helping local farm­ 
ers produce better crops by as­ 
sisting them in the use of modern 
implements and techniques. 
Kennedy said: “ The initial em­ 
phasis on these programs will be 
on teaching.” 
The President did two things 
in this field Wednesday. He es­ 
tablished the Peace Corps by ex­ 
ecutive order on a temporary ba­ 
sis until Congress by law* can cre­ 
ate a permanent corps. He asked 
Congress to do this. 
By getting started now, he ex 
plained, he thought some of the 
young men and women could be 
sent to jobs overseas by late fall. 
Training, he suggested, can range 
from six weeks to six months. 
He didn’t limit the corps to just 
the young, although he said he 
thought it would be mostly made 
tip of young people The govern­ 
ment. in addition to giving them 
subsistence wages, will take re­ 
sponsibility for their health. 
How will the program work” In 
various wavs, as Kennedy sees 
it: 
Private organizations and insti­ 
tutions will carry out much of the 
program, with federal financial 
help. And the Peace Corps mem­ 
bers will be made available to 
countries 
which need 
them 
in 
these ways: 
Through p r i v a t e voluntary 
agencies carrying on internation­ 
al assistance programs; through 
overseas programs of colleges and 
universities; 
through 
assistance 
programs of international agen­ 
cies; through assistance programs 
of 
the 
American 
government; 
through new programs which the 
Peace Corps Itself directly ad­ 
ministers. 
The idea of a Peace Corps was 
suggested in 1960 by Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, 
I)-Minn., 
and 
Rep 
Henry S. 
Reuss. 
D-Wis. 
Hum* 
phrey introduced legislation to es­ 
tablish the corps. And Kennedy en. 
dorsed the idea during the 1960 
campaign. 
Congress in 1960 authorized a 
study of the project.

Civil Rights Order Slated 


To Hit Discriminatory Hiring 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy’s 
first 
executive 
order in the civil rights field is 
expected to be aimed at discrim­ 
inatory hiring practices by the 
government and by federal con­ 
tractors. 
Congressional sources, although 
not professing to know just what 
form the order will take, said to­ 
day there are a number of steps 
open to the President through ex­ 
ecutive action. 
Kennedy said at his news con­ 
ference Wednesday that 
in the 
next few days he hopes to issue 
an order that “ will strengthen the 
employment opportunities, both in 
and out of government, for all 
Americans.” 
He gave no details, but some 
sources indicated they expected 
the President’s order would call 
for tighter enforcement of exist­ 
ing bans on racial discrimination 
in employment practices. 
Negroes have complained that 
within the federal government it­ 
self. despite policy statements to 
the contrary, they have equal job 
opportunities in very few agencies 
and even less equality with re­ 
spect to promotions.

VVASHINGTON (A P )— President 
Kennedy obviously is dissatisfied 
with this nation’s preparedness to 
fight brush fire wars. Why? 
First, a look at recent reduc­ 
tions in U. S. military manpower: 
In three years—from 1955 to 
1958—the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion lopped four divisions off the 
Army. 
In 1959, the Marine Corps was 
cut from 200,000 men to 175,000 
men. 
Despite these cutbacks in troop 
strength there was no correspond­ 
ing reduction in U. S. military 
commitments around the w’orld. 
All this boils down to the fact 
that the United States, supposed­ 
ly the mightiest nation on earth, 
has only 
about 
105,000 ground 
troops immediately available to 
fight limited wars. 
Thus President Kennedy is not 
exactly happy with the United 
States’ ability to fight the so­ 
called limited wars without dras­ 
tic revision of all our military 
commitments, 
Kennedy said at his news con­ 
ference Wednesday that he had 
under consideration recommenda 
tions from Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara for an in­ 
crease in conventional war forces. 
Just what these recommenda­ 
tions entail is one of the Penta­ 
gon’s closely guarded secrets. 
The truth of the situation is that 
the United States now has only 
seven divisions available to fight 
in a limited war. 
A limited war, by the way, is 
defined as a war in which the

On paper the Army has It divi­ 
sions, the Marine Corps 3 divi­ 
sions. 
Five of the Army divisions are 
tied down in Germany as the first 
line of defense against any ag­ 
gression by Communist bloc na­ 
tions in Europe. 
There 
are two under-strength 
divisions in Korea, each contain 
ing only 75 per cent American 
soldiers. 
Not 
many 
Americans 
realize 
that Koreans supply an additional 


25 per cent of the troops in these 
divisions and these Koreans could 
not leave that country without ap­ 
proval of their own government. 
For all practical purposes, the 
two partially American divisions 
in Korea are immobile. 
That leaves seven Army divi­ 
sions to he accounted for. There 
are three highly trained ready-to- 
go divisions in the United States 
known

NEW YORK (A P)—A Mass of 
Angels—reserved by the Roman 
Catholic Church for children vin 
der seven who are considered in­ 
capable of sin—was said today 
for Edith (Googie) Kiercorius.

than 1,000 persons attended the 
service conducted by Rev. Joseph 
J. McCarthy, an assistant pastor, 
at Brooklyn’s St. Rose of Lima 
church. 
The widowed mother of the 4 
year-old tot, raped and slain a 
weeks ago in Manhattan’s Chelsea 
section by a 59 year-old degener 
ate, wept continuously in a front 
pew 
throughout 
the 
rites 
and 
there were few dry eyes in the 
church, 
Mrs. Kieeorius’ 10-year-old son 
sat by her side. 
After the 45-minute Mass, the 
tiny white coffin bearing her body 
was taken to Farmingdale, Long 
Island. 40 miles from Brooklyn, 
for burial at St. Charles Ceme­ 
tery. 
Ironically, Fred J. Thompson, 
the 
self-admitted 
slayer of the 
bright eyed and pretty girl, once 
lived with his family at Farm­ 
ingdale. 
Meanwhile. Thompson was in 
the Bronx city jail, while author­ 
ities rushed a murder indictment 
against him.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) — The 
Ohio Senate Thursday passed and 
sent hack to the House for con­ 
currence in amendment a non­ 
emergency bill designed to give 
the long-time jobless a 13 - week 
extension of unemployment bene­ 
fits. 
Passage of the bill came on a 
strict party-line vote, 20-18. with 
Republicans favoring the measure 
and all the Democrats opposing.

State House observers exneet 
DiSalle to veto the Ohio bill in 
favor of a 13-week federal bene­ 
fits extender now being rushed 
through Congress. 
The U. S. House passed the fed­ 
eral extender Wednesday by an 
overwhelming vote. If the U. S. 
Senate moves with equal speed, it 
is possible federal benefits for an 
extra 13 weeks may he available 
by April I to those who have ex­ 
hausted 
their 
maximum 
of 26 
weeks of benefits under present 
law. 
An extender hill passed by the 
Ohio le°islature without an emerg­ 
ency clause—even in the unlikely 
event that Democratic Gov. Mich­ 
ael V’.

RICHMOND, Va 
(A P )—In the 
summer of 1958 Kenneth Dudley, 
his wife, Irene, and six of their 
children left Syracuse, N.Y. in 
a battered sedan. They headed 
south to join a carnival. 
Dudley—a sometime mechanic, 
junk dealer and oddjob* worker 
—hoped to repair midway rides. 
His wife, when she could get the 
job, would sell tickets. 
But the gypsy journey became 
for the Dudley youngsters a nigfiL 
mare 
of 
hunger, 
horror 
and 
death. 
Five of them died before the 
family'* 
continent-spanning 
me­ 
anderings ended Feb. IO with the 
parents’ arrest for neglect lead­ 
ing to the death of the fifth child, 
Carol Ann, 7. 


Wednesday the charge became 
more 
serious. 
Hanover County, 
Va., where police say Carol Ann 
died of malnutrition, exposure and 
neglect, issued warrants charging 
Dudley, 47, and his wife, 44, with 
murder, 
Carol 
Ann’s 
emaciated body, 
wrapped in an old blue blanket, 
was discovered Feb. 9 in woods 
just off U.S. I near Lawrence­ 
ville in Southside Virginia 
She 
died, according to police, Feb. I 
or 2 and was kept in the back 
seat of the Dudley’s dilapidated 
car until her body was placed in 
the woods by her mother Fell 6 
But, said a State Police inves 
tigator, E. M. Lloyd, the poverty, 
hunger and 
death 
had 
started 
long before Carol 
Ann’s demise 
—in fact only four months after 


the Dudleys left Syracuse with 
the six children. 
Statements by Dudley and po­ 
lice 
investigation, 
Lloyd 
said, 
have showed this is what hap­ 
pened: 
Near Baldwin, FU., on Nev, 17, 
1958, death claimed the first of 
the youngsters, Claude, then 3. 
His body was wrapped in a blan­ 
ket and deposited in an aban­ 
doned mine pit Nov. 18 or 19 
near Lakeland. Fla. 
The 
Dudleys, 
now 
carrying 
their family around in an old 
panel truck for which they had 
swapped the sedan, were heading 
east from California in Decem­ 
ber 1959, when two other children 
died. 
Norman, IO, died Dec. 23 in 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Charles, 8, two 


days later—Christinas Day — in 
the same city. 
The Dudley* kept on driving 
east and south, and, police said, 
waited until about Jan. I to dis­ 
pose of the boys’ bodies. 
Then 
they 
wrapped them 
in 
blankets, 
weighted 
the 
human 
cargo, and tossed the dead boys 
into Lake Pontchartrain in Lou­ 
isiana 
Then there were three 
Debbie, 3, was next-to-youngest 
of the children, and the next to 
go. She died at Gary, W 
Va., 
May 21, I960. Six days later, Dud­ 
ley wrapped her body in a blan 
ket and left it in the woods off 
a highway near Jenkins, Ky.

T hat would be to substitute nu­ 
clear weapons for m anpower and 
this is something the adm inistra­ 
tion apparently is reluctant even 
to consider. 
All the cutbacks in arm ed force 
strength were part of what the 
Eisenhower adm inistration called 
the “ new look’’ in m ilitary af­ 
fairs in which the 
greater reli­ 
ance was placed on atomic weap­ 
ons and the role of ground troops 
was subordinated. A clearer pic­ 
ture of what 
has happened 
is 
available if you consider what has 
happened since 1953 at the e n d 
of the Korean War. 
At that tim e 
the Arm y had 
1.533.000 men in uniform and 20 
divisions. In 1955 the Army was 
down to 1,109,000 men, reorgan­ 
ized 
into 
20 sm aller 
divisions. In 
1958 the Army had been cut 
to 
899.000 and supposedly contained 
15 divisions. Actually the 9th Di­ 
vision at Ft. Carson, Colo., while 
listed as an active division was 
really nonexistent. 
It 
had 
zero 
strength on Army rolls. 
This myth was perpetuated un­ 
til 1959 when the Army was down 
to 862,000 men and 14 divisions. 
The 
9th 
Division 
finally 
was 
dropped. 
At the end of the Korean War 
the Marine Corps had an acti’G 
duty strength of 249,200 men. The 
Marines were cut to 200.000 by 
1957 and in 1959 were reduced to 
their present strength of 175.000. 
Army sources, while reluctant 
to discuss any of the present ad­ 
m inistration’s plans, have long in­ 
sisted that if the United States 
had to fight a small w ar this na­ 
tion would be 
severely em bar­ 
rassed. Heretofore, however, no­ 
body apparently took their argu­ 
m ents too seriously. 
The result now is the Kennedy 
reappraisal.

Oklahoma is considering a proposed se­ 
lective admissions policy to be applied to 
students wanting to attend Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma State universities. Youngsters in 
the bottom quarter of Sooner high school 
graduating classes and t h o s e in the bot­ 
tom hall of out - of - state senior classes 
would have to take A m erican College Test­ 
ing examinations to prove their ability to 
handle O. U. and O-State work.

Would you like to live to be. say, 
150 years old. even though you 
remained in fairly vigorous health 
until the end? 
Think it over. You have to be 
mindful of a number of consider­ 
ations. 
Since the trend is toward e\er

probably wed at 20 a girl of 17. 
How would you like to carry gar­ 
bage out for the same woman for 
130 years?
